Several banks and trust companies 


of this city and of Brooklyn, none of 
them important, were during the day 
compelled to suspend payment. 


Secretary Cortelyou 
was at the 


sub-treasury today. 
The secretary 


said: "There is nothing to say on the 
situation now, except to reaffirm my 
former expressions of belief that mat- 
ters are steadily improving. Later de- 
velopments 
during 
the 
day may 


prompt a further statement." 


A pool of 110,000,000 or 'more was 


formed at a conference held at the 
clearing house this afternoon to take 
care of the money needs of the stock 
exchange. It was confidently believed 
that this action would tide over the 
situation completely so far as the 
stock exchange was concerned. 
All 


the loans made today will carry over 
until Monday. 


Tho Trust Company of America artd 


the Lincoln Trust company had with- 
stood the run of depositors without 
difficulty up to 2:15 this afternoon :ind 
the officials of both companies at that 
time expressed themselves as entire 
ly confident of the result. 


Several financial institutions closed 


their doors today, bnt this action was 
without effect in the large financial 
circles. It was believed that the in- 
stitutions were solvent and that only 
inability to ' obtain 
ready cash had 


caused, them to suspend .payment and 
it. was hoped 
that 
the suspension 


would only be temporary. 


The bankers' pool, which was or- 


ganized to support the stock exchange 
houses, had about $15,000,000 to use 
for that purpose. 
Up to 2:45 p. m. 


about $12,000,000 had been loaned by 
them at about 50< percent. The stock 
market became quite strong after t.'.s 
offectlvo relief measures and at 2:4,:. 
p. m. prices were generally at tho 
highest of the day. 


The Trust Company of America and 


the Lincoln Trust company success- 
fully withstood all demands of depos- 
itors throughout the day and closed at 
3 o'clock, the usual hour. 


HOW THE DAY WAS PASSED. 


Some Details of Financial Crisis In 


Greater New York. 


. New York, Oct. 25.—A much calm- 
er tone was apparent In business cir- 
cles today. 


The success of the relief measures 


taken yesterdhy by J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, John D. Rockefeller and other 
prominent, financiers, together with 
tho serenity with which tho officials 
of the Trust Company of America met 
the run of depositors on that institu- 
tion gave 
great 
encouragement to 


> bankers and business men generally 


that no further trouble was to be 
feared. 


The $25,000,000 made up by a pool 


headed by Mr. Morgan, which was 
sent Into the stock market yesterday 
afternoon, is believed to have given 
permanent relief to the brokers. Last 
night passed without any of the series 
of conferences of bankers with each 
other and with Secretary Cortelyou, 
which were held Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday nights, except for an informal 
meeting at Mr. Morgan's house. 


Man/ I" Line All Night. 


There were lines of depositors wait- 


Ing this morning In front of the Trust 
Company of America and at the bank- 
ing offices of the Lincoln Trust com- 
pany. Some of those at the Trust 
Company of America had been there 
all night. At the head of the line was 
a woman who declined to leave her 
place, even when the men next in line 
promised to restore 
it 
to her this 


morning. 
She suffered considerably 


from the cold. 
Several of the men, 


touched by her plight, went to a near- 
by restaurant at 3 o'clock In tho morn- 
ing and got some bread and coffee for 
her. 


Treasury Continues Aid. 


The secretary of the treasury is 


continuing to give financial assistance 
in a large way. The department Is 
doing everything possible to allay ap- 
prehension. . Another large supply of 
small bills is beins rushed to New 
York from Washington. An associate 
of the secretary of the treasury said 
today that the secretary's refusal to 
make any formal statement this morn- 
Ing might be accepted as an indica- 
tion of Mr. Cortelyou's belief that the 
situation generally 
Is showing Im- 


provement 


A statement issued 
by the sub- 


treasury today shows that local banks 
obtained $22.705,000 from t.he sub-treas- 
ury during the week. This represents

Its liabilities included, besides the 


capital stock, a surplus of $2,250.000; 
undivided profits of $22,709 and de- 
posits of $25,465,626. J. Edward Stud- 
ley is president of the Institution and 
Marsden J. Perry is first vice presi- 
dent. 


The general banking situation in 


Providence remained unchanged up to 
shortly before noon today. 
The In- 


dustrial Trust company had been call- 
ed upon to pay more than 100 depos- 
itors and the waiting line had at- 
tracted attention on the street. 


During, the forenoon, on petition of 


Archibald G. Loomis, a director of the 
Union Trust company, alleging that 
the institution was insolvent, Judge 
Sweetland, of the superior court, ap- 
poii**ed Cornelius S. Sweetland, a di- 
rectoi of the bank, as temporary re- 
ceiver.

New York, Oct. 25.—Dr. Walter Gil- 


lette, former vice president of the 
Mutual Life Insurance company, who 
yesterday was convicted of perjury 
and remanded to the Tombs, was de- 
nied bail by Justice Dowiinj; in the 
supreme court today. After the jury 
rendered its verdict, yesterday coun- 
sel for tho defendant, asked for a cer- 
tificate of reasonable doubt and ar- 
rest of judgment. Justice Cowling 
said he would hear the motion Oct. 
2Sih. The motion of today was to ad- 
mit Dr. Gillette to bail until that time. 
District Attorney Jerome appeared in 
opposition to the move, 
taking the 


ground that to admit Gillette to bail 
would set a dangerous precedent. 


He was found guilty ot perjury In 


tho third degree. 
This was the first 


conviction resulting from the legisla- 
tive investigation into insurance af- 
fairs. 
The maximum penalty is ten 


years' imprisonment, but the verdict 
was accompanied with a recommenda- 
tion for mercy. 


Counsel for Dr. Gille'te moved for 


a certificate of reasonable doubt and 
an arrest of judgment. 
Justice Dowl- 


irrg announced he would hear the mo- 
tion next Monday and remanded Dr. 
Gillette to tho tombs. 
During the 


trial the defendant bad been at liberty 
under $10,000 bond. 


The jury was out one hour and 


twenty-five minutes. 
In the interval 


Dr. Gillctto chatted with his son and 
daughter. 
If ho was at all nervous 


he did not betray it, but when called 
to face tho jury he paled perceptibly, 
the pallor giving way to a (lush as ho 
heard the verdict. 


TeTstified Falsly About Moneys. 
Tho specific charge upon which Dr. 


Gillette was found guilty was that he 
had testified falsely before the grand 
jury on May 24. at which time he was 
vico president of tho Mutual. 
The 


indictment alleged that at that timo 
he stated that certain moneys In tho 
Dobbs Ferry bank rvoro his personal 
funds and that subsequently under a 
cross-examination ho 
admitted 
tho 


funds were really the property of tho 
Mutual Life. 


Several witnesses swore to tire rep- 


utation ot the defendant for Integrity. 
after which former 
.Justice 
Hatch 


summed up for tho defendant. 
His 


client, ho said, had 
been 
made 
a 


scapegoat, while the really guilty of- 
ficers of the insurance companies had 
escaped prosecution. 


The Dobbs Ferry funds, he said, had 


been given tho defendant by President 
McCurdy ot the Mutual and his client 
held the money subject to McCurdy's 
orders. 
Whatever disposition 
was 


made of this money, his client was 
free . of 
responsibility. 
Later 
he 


wished to return the funds to tho Mu- 
tual, and. agitated and harassed he ap- 
pealed pathetically to Jerome. 
Per- 


jury had not been committed, ho said. 


"Reputation Made Crime Possible." 
In conclusion. Special Counsel Rand 


for the state said that, when the grand 
jury began its Inquiry regarding spe- 
cial insurance funds tho. disposition of 
whlcn had been concealed from the 
policy hnjilors and used for "confi- 
dential legislative' purposes, tho jury 
called Dr. Gillette, a man«of reputa- 
tion and character. 
It had a right to 


expect that hn would tell the truth, 
but. he had not. 


"We do' not attack bis previous rep- 


utation," Mr. Rand said. 
"That, was 


why he was made custodian of mil- 
lions of the people's money. 
That 


was why such a man could conceal 
facts from a grand jury, and why they 
expected him to tell the truth, be- 
cause he was a man of character and 
standing.

They have, been earn- 
ing a great deal of money and have 
been putting by a great deal of it— 
but by hoarding. Last year more than 
$75,000,000 was sent out through the 
postoffiee by immigrants to relatives 
abroad. 


"We have no intention of competing 


with the savings banks. We shall of- 
fer 2' per cent, interest per annum 
and the banks pay 3 and 4 per cent. 
I propose to place the money in -banks, 
national depositories in the sections 
from which the money comes, not 
confining deposits to the great finan- 
cial centers."

cently. 
The baron's career before 


the bar. however, brilliant as it was, 
wp.s overshadowed by his fame on the 
bench. 
He was judge of the queens 


branch division of the high court from 
187G to 1808, and in that time lie prob- 
ably dispensed more real justice than 
any of his predecessors, contempor- 
aries or successors up to date. 


But although Sir Henry Hawkins 


was not only an absolutely impartial 
Judge and one who tempered justice 
with mercy as well, hn h:is often been 
referred to as "tho hanging judge." 
This sobriquet, was apparently unde- 
served, and it is objected 
to most 


strenuously 
by 
the 
late 
judge's 


friends. 


Richard Harris, of th' king's coun- 


cil, who assisted Baron Brampton in 
preparing his "Reminisrcnse of a Law- 
yer ;u:rl .lurlst," is one of the most 
vigorous of those who aro opposed to 
th? "hanging judge" appellation. 
In 


his supplementary notes to the "Rem- 
iniscences" Mr. Harris says: 


"Most of the persons who have re- 


ferred to Sir Henry as 'the hanging 
judge' are not aware of the fact that 
when a verdirt of 'wilful murder' is 
pronounced a judge has no alternative 
but. to read the prescribed sentence of 
death."

| dote—one of those now being circu- 
lated here—to illustrate the fact that 
! Sir Henry Hawkins would do all in j 
i his power to save an unfortunate pris- 


I oner from execution when there wcr.-- 
mitigating circumstances connected 
with ills or her crime. 


This anecdote describes the fate of 


] a woman wlio. driven to desperation 
!nf!cr being deserted by a inan. at- 
tempted tu kill bcth herself and her 
week-old babe. 
She walked into ;\ 


rlvor with the babe In her arms and 
drowned Iho infant, but. was rescued 
herself before she h;irl a chance to 
die. 
The c.TSe was a pitiful one, and 


although tho •.nrnan was hopelessly 
Kiillty In tho eyes of the law. Judge 
Hawkins, before whom she v as tried, 
did not. wish to have her linnpcd.

Pennsylvania Proposes to Reduce Fort 


Wayne Line Ten Miles. 


Surveys are being made by the 


Pennsylvania lines west for the re- 
building of portions of the main line 
between Pittshurg and Chicago. 
It 


was originally Intended to begin work 
at certain points this fall but it was 
announced yesterday that with the ex- 
ception of making the surveys opera- 
tions will be held over for another 
year. It is planned to reduce tho dis- 
tance between the two cities by 
about 10 miles. Engineers are now 
engaged in making new measurements 
of the lines between Pittsburg and 
Chicago and between Pittsburg and 
St. Jx>uis. 
On account, of the main 


line improvements in recent years, it 
is claimed the distance between theso 
cities has been greatly reduced, al- 
though no change has been made In 
tho number of miles for which pas- 
sengers aro charged. 


Six weeks ago high officials of the 


Pennsylvania stated that they ex- 
pected to have an entirely now con- 
struction program completed by the 
latter part of October.

posed work over until next spring.

This Includes the erect 
tlon of new roundhouse, power plants 
and other yard buildings at Conway on 
the Fort Wayne, plans for which were 
announced some time ago.
